With respect to claims 5-12, Applicant's independent claim recites a gas flow path, the gap (Figure 3, 27 and Figure 45) of Kinapara forms 
the gas flow path. The gas flow path is present when the door is open and when the door is closed. Thus, it is capable of having the flow 
rate of the gas flowing through the gas flow path from the pressurized environment when the door is open be substantially equal to the 
flow rate of the gas flowing through the gas flow path from the pressurized environment when the door is closed. Admittedly, as Applicant 
points out, the gap of Kinapara is not formed on a lower side of the door. However, the claim does not necessitate that it be formed at that 
location. Thus, Kinapara anticipates the claim as presently written. 
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
